Washington's Masonic Apron. 

In 177C there was sitting at the tabic of the 
commandant of licit, in Germauy, a distin- 
guished scion of an ancient noble French 
family. Dining the conversation at the table, 
the Duke of Gloucester, brother to the King of 
England, spoke of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, just pat forth by the Auglo-.Vmei i- 
cau colonies, aud of the strong measures 
adopted by the British Ministry to crush the 
rising rebellion. The young nobleman listened 
in silence, lie was a boy in form and a per- 
sonal appearance, just past eighteen; but the 
heart ot patriot and hero was beating beneath 
his closely buttoned coat, and his imagination 
and s*al were tired nt the recital ol a people 
lighting for liberty. He rose from the table 
hurriedly, made bis^arrangmnenti '° return to 
Paris, and revealed his high resolve to his 
equatlv enthusiastic young wife. He came to 
America, sought the acquaintance of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the American Army, 
and volunteered to light in the cause of Amer- 
ican liberty. 

Life, youth, fortune, and the endearments of 
lionie weie all freely devoted to colonial eman- 
cipation. Just the method to. awaken the 
nobler sentiments of the heart, sell-s.icrificiug 
devotion to the interests of others, Washing- 
ton fell the electric shock from this benevolent 
heart, and took Lafayette to his bosom ; nor 
was the bond severed till death gave the stroke 
of mortal separation. 

Alter the close of the war the young noble- 
man, with more of manly maturity, returned 
to Paris, ar.d over and over again, in glowing 
eloquence, rehearsed the noble virtues of the 
great American leader to his young and charm- 
ing wife. She, like every true woman, was 
always deeply interested in everything that 
engaged the attention of her husband. She 
soon came to reverence Washington with a 
feeling closely allied to that of devotion. She 
corresponded with him, and received Irom him 
ordial invitations to the simple delights of rural 
life at Mount Vernon. 

In 1 7c! 4 Lafayette determined to visit Wash- 
ington iu his retirement. Madame Lafayette 
eurnestly desired to present some visible testi- 
mony of her regard to the great patriot. Be- 
sides the bond of personal friendship there was 
n bond of union between Washington and 
Lafayette of a different character. They 
were members of the fraternity of Free and 
Accepted Masons, and both loved the "mystic 
borlberhood." Madame Lafayette took ad- 
vantage of this charm to add interest to her 
testimonial of esteem. She prepared with her 
own hands an apron of white satin, upon which 
she wrought iu needlework all the various 
emblems oT the Masonic Order. This she sent 
with her husband to be presented to her ideal 
of true greatness at Mount Vernon.- It was 
kept by Washington as a cherished memorial 
of a noble woman dining his life. It now 
occupies n conspicuous place on the walls ol 
the Grand Masters room in Masonic Hall, 
Philadelphia.— Motion J. Losxing. 



A California Obituary. 

rtoddlepobster is dead! The bare announce- 
ment will plunge the city into unspeakable 
gloom. The death of Uoddlepobster Was un- 
timely; be should have died twenty years ago. 
Probably no man of his day has exerted so 
peculiar an influence upon society as the de- 
ceased. Ever foremost in every good work 
out of which anything could be made, an un- 
stinted dispenser of every species of charily 
that paid a commission to the disburser. Mr. 
Boddlepobster was a model of generosity, and 
weighed, at the lime of bis death, one hundred 
and ninety odd pounds. Originally born in 
Massachusetts, but. for nineteen years a native 
of California, and partially bald, possessing a 
cosmopolitan nature that loved a York shil- 
ling Il3 well in proportion to its value, ns a 
Mexican dollar; the subject of our memoir was 
one whom it was an honor to know, and Whose 
close friendship was a luxury that only the 
effluent could afford. It shall ever be the 
writer's proudest boast that be enjoyed it ul 
less than half the usual rales. Mr. B. was the 
founder of the now famous Boddlepobster In- 
stitute, and for many years pi i ceding his 
death, suflered severely from a soft com, which 
has probably done as much for agriculture as 
any similar concern on the fool-hills of our 
Slate. In 18U3, he was elected an honorary 
member of ihe society for the prevention of 
humanity to Mongolians, and but for the less 
of an eye iu carrying out its principles wjuld 
have beeu one of the handsomest whites that 
ever resided among us. There i s little doubt 
that he might have aspired to any oliice io 
the gift of the people so universal was the es- 
teem in which he was held by those be voted 
for. In an evil moment he was induced to as- 
sociate himself in business with the Rev. Al- 
bert Williams, and though ho speedily with- 
drew from the firm, lie was never able wholly 
to eradicate the disgrace from bis constitution, 
and it finally carried him to his grave. Hut 
last words, as he was snuffed out, were charac- 
teristic of the man; he remarked: "Fetch me 
thai d — n catnip tea," The catnip consolation 
arrived too late to be of any use; he bad gone 
to the devil. Farewell, noble heart— pure 
soul — bright intellect! We shall meel again. 

A Beautiful Custom. — In the mountains of 
the Tyrol, it is the custom of the women and 
children to come out, when it is bediim±, to 
sing their national songs, until they hear their 
husbands, fathers and brothers answer them 
from the hills on their return home. On the 
shores of the Adriatic such a custom prevails. 
There the wives of the fishermen come down 
about sunset, and sing a melody. After siiu- 
ing the first stanza, they listen awhile for the 
answering strain Irom off t lie water, aud on 
tinue to sing and listen, till the well-known 
voices come borne on the tide, telling that li e 
loved ones are almost home.

WHAT THCFCDERAL 01910X39 SAY OF 
THE KU-.CLUX IU TH;2 BOOTH. 

(!"mui the N. !*. WjrIJ.) 

On Ibe 10th instant the Republican mem- 
bers of a Senate committee appointed to in- 
vestigate tbe political condition of North Car- 
olina, reported thus: "That Uie Ku-Klux or- 
ganixatiun does exist, has a political purpose, 
ami is composed of members of ibe Democratic 
or Consereaiive parly. That it iias sought to 
curry out its purpose by murders, whipping, 
intimidations, and violence agunst its oppo- 
nents. 

Tbe Senators m iking this report are Messrs. 
Scott, Chandler, Wilson, Kice, and Nye, and 
Hgaintt them we propose calling to the stand 
certain army officers. On the lo b of Decem- 
ber l ist tiie S nue adopted ihe following: 

••lteroloeil, Thai the President be requested 

to communicate to tbe Senate nil information 

that he may p rssess relative to organised bodies 

of disloyal and evil-disposed persons in the 
State Of North Carolina, which have in view 
or threaten resistance to the execution of tbe 
laws of tbe United Slates, or denial to the cit- 
izens of the United States of the equal protec- 
tion of Ihe laws, ami the ire-c enjoyment ot tne 
rights and liberties secured to tbem by the 
Constitution; and also Willi murders and out- 
rages for political purposes have been com- 
mitted by such org ini/.iuons of disloyal per- 
sons. ' 

by order of the President, copies of this res- 
olotion were immediately transmitted 10 all 
armv officers commanding or who had com- 
manded in North Carolina, With instructions 
to report thereon; and these reports we will 
nan proceed to mention. Major J. Stewart, 
Fourth Artillery, writes from Fort Macon, N. 
C., thus: 

"Since I have been in command of ibis pos', 
ibis portion of Ihe State has been very quiet 
and undisturbed, nor Can 1 learn that lliere are 
any orginizilions of the kind referred lo in 
this vicinity. ' 

Captain Evan Thomas. Fourth Artillery 
writes from Luiiiiicrlou, Robeson County, N. 
C. thus: 

"77i« oi7u»f cf the trouble m this count;/ if 
in no leey /jolit'C'il. A band of outlaws, six iu 
number, have been for tbe period ol four years 
hiding in the numerous SWump- that traverse 
this county in every direction, and robbing 
and murdering the citizens. They have com- 
mitted since the spring of 18c8 four murders 
in this county, and about :i - many more iu the 
adjacent counties. These murd'-rs were nun- 
milled 1 ar ly to o' t i 1 p u de-r nnd partly be- 
cause the men mutdeied tried lo have these 
outlaws caught aud brought to justi- e. Rob- 
bery has been frequent here for years back, but 
not until after tbe close of the rebellion was 
any band formed for lliat purpose. Every one 
of this band have indictments sgainet ihem 
for murd-rr. The civil authority is powerless 
to do anything towards their capture. Thty 
are titolattoes, and have almost as many friends 
as enemies. They have friend partly from 
lear of them, and friends who lire suspected of 
helping them in their acts. TI.e part of this 
county ibey mostly frequent is : settlement of 
about twenty-five Mjnare miles called Scuffle- 
Ion, which is mostly inhabited by mulattoes, 
who al ways give these outlaws information 01 
any expedition against them, and resist Iho civil 
laW themselves. Tires tan tot le collected from 
nor worraittx served on any oj the inhabitants oj 
this setticintnt. Sheriffs' posse* hare been re 
fisted sttecesi 'fully, au l most of the citizens oj I 
tk:s and other counliesare afraid I; travel through j 
r Ar settlement alone, even in das/tight. • * * 

"In regard lo outrages committed iu other 
parts of Ibe Slate 1 know very little." 

Captain Frank U. Smith, Fourth Artillery, 
■rites li 0111 Raleigh, N. C, thus: | 

"Referrian In resolutions of :he Senate of 
the United Slates, dated Decern' er 16, 1870, 
ca| iag upon the President to communicate to 
that body 'all information thai he in.y posses? 
r. liivv to organized bodies of evil-disposed 
|.f rs ins In the Siale of North Carolina,' &c, 
and your indorsement of the '24ih instant, call- 
ing iipon me for a full report on Ihe same, 1 
have ibe honor respectfully to state that, ex- 
ctj-t through the iieuspapcr press, common 
rumor, an l publish-d official documents emanat- 
ing from the civil authorities, nothing pertinent 
to th? subject of inquiry has come to my knoicl- 
erge. 

Captain John Mendenhall. Fourth Artillery, 
writes from Fort Johnson, N. C, Thus: 

• I have the honor to report that there is no 
organi.el body of disloyal or evil minded men 
in Uns immediate section of the Stale. In 
this county (Brunswick) an i in New Hanover, 
in which is Ihe city of Wilmington, the people, 
so tar as I know or can learn, me good, peace- 
able, law-sbMing citizens. No murder has 
been committed in this vicinity since 1 came 
here, ten mouths ago. aud so far as I can learn 
none for years. ' 

Colonel Hetry J. Hunt, Fifth Artillery, 

writes : 

"As lo 'murders nnd outrages committed by 
disloyal oigtuieiUoua tor potiti al purpofCS, 



I suppose that those alleged to have been com- 
mitted by ihe so-called Ku-Klux are re'erred 
to. 1 heard of none such as happening whilst ; 
I was in the State, to which any importance j 
could be attached. Of those which occurred 
previously io my assuming command, that] 
which created the most excitement was the ' 
murder of Mr. Stephens, n Slate Senator, some ' 
time in May, I think. This was looked upon 
by the members of his parly as undoubtedly n 
political murder perpetrated Icy the Ku-K!ux. 
Tbe party charged with ibis murder was ar- 
rested by Colonel Kirk, brought before the 
Slate judges on a bench warrant, and bound 
over to appear when required. A3 the Chief 
Justice did me the honor to invite me to lake 
a seat on the bench, I heard all the evidence, 
which was published, and can, I suppose, be 
procured. That against the accused was very 
slight, and there was no evidence whatever to 
show that the murder was the work of any polit- 
ical organization, or that the accused belonged lo : 
any such orgamzat ion. Evidence of Ibe exist- I 
encc of such organizations iu both political 
parties was produced ; nearly all the cases in- 
quired into proved, however, than other than 
political purposes were effected through Ibe 
facilities afforded by these organizations, whose 
machinery was used to punish theft, burglaries, 
insults to women, ami oilier offenses in no way 
connected with politics, lu fine, their nrinct- 
pal business seemed to be 10 do the work us a- 
ally performed by 'regulators and 'vigilauce 
committees.' " 

Captain Ceorge 15 Rodney, Fourth Artillery, 
writes from Vuuceyviile, N. 0. : 

'•Iu regard lo Ku-Kluxism I know very 
little, save that I have not been able to find 
any one, black or white, that has ever seeu 
one, but only heard of them," 

Captain Royal T. Frank, First Artillery, is ' 
the only officer who differs in any respect from 
the foregoing. He says: 

'•Iu two instances I furnished the United 
Suites marshal wilh a military force lo aid 
bins in making arrests lu one instance it 
was for resistance to the enforcement of the 
revenue laws of the United Stales, aud in the 
Other to nrre-st a party Of twelve men charged 
with banding logelher and shooting teveral 
limes a colored man for political reasons. The 
arrests were made of nine of them, and a 
hearing before fbe United States Commissioner 
resulted in four of these being beid to bail for 
their appearance, before the United Slates Courts 
■ 

'•It was generally conceded, I think, by all 
parlies, that such bands or organized bodies I 
did exist in many parts of the Stale, though 
their purpose is differently stated. By some to 
counteract the effects of an organisation known 
as Loyal Leagues; by others to •protect the 
whites against Ibe negroes, by summarily pun- 
ishiu ; outrages committed by ihe latter upon 
the whiles; and by others still to promote the 

interests of the Democratic part v. I thinkit, 
in a measure, undertakes ull these offices." 

Wilh the exception of this gentleman's testi- 
mony, it will be seen lhal every officer serving 
iu North Carolina controverts the charge of 
lawlessness, bloodshed, and Ku-Kluxism, w hich 
Ihe Semite committee seeks 10 Sustain. Messrs. 
Scott, Chandler, Wilson, Rice, and Nye are 
the most notorious partisans* derive their in- 
formation only from the scummy fellows who 
have been glad lo come before Ihem ai.d tes- 
tily io anything required for iheir witness fee, 
and are unfitted to act as judges because ibe 
interest of their party is vitally at stake in this 
matier. The army officers, on ihe contrary, 
me, or have lately been, upon the spot, testify 
of their own know ledge, and hove no motive 
10 pervert, conceal, or distort facts. Between 
the iwo il is not difficult lor any dispassionate 
man lo decide.

FORTY-SECOND CONGRESS— FIKST SESSION. 

HOUSE. 
Washington, March 30. 

The House proceeded with the consideration 
of the Ku-Kiux bill. 

Mr. Beck, of Kentucky, speaking of the bill, 
said : "The bantling of the President, after a 
barbarous incubation, had been hatched, and 
was now before them, lo destroy the rights of 
the States and people, and put into the hands 
of the President, unless the bill shall be killed 
here, omnipotent power everywhere. This bill 
would make the President dictator of the 
country and over the liberties of the people, 
and those who aided and abetted the bill would 
become more odious than the Ku-KIux despe- 
radoes of the South. Tiie pretext for the pas- 
sage of this hill was to nlford an excuse for the 
cry of war, murder, and Ku-Klux, so as to di- 
vert the people from thinking of the extrava- 
gant class of legislation, and bonds, lands, and 
railroad swindles." 

Mr. Blair, of Michigan, thought that it was 
not law that was wauled, but the execution of 
the law. The enforcement bill seemed com- 
prehensive enough to meet the emergency, but 
the President was no usurper, and the clamor 
about danger was merely made to help Ihe 
Democratic party. 

Fernando Wood denounced the bill as mak- 
ing the President a lawless dictator, responsible 
to no oue. Congress had a higher duty to 
perform than to agitate a subject like this ; '"it 
is the duty of Congress to provide tor tho rc- 
reduction of taxation and expenditure ; to 
abolish sinecure offices ; to restore currency to 
a specie basis ; reduce the army to a peace 
fooling ; provide against the accumulation and 
retention of large sums of money in the public 
Treasury ; lo prevent the purchase and sale of 
the public credit by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury at bis own option; to bring the President 
and his Cabinet advisers under the authority 
of the law, and make them obedieut to its 
provisions, and, alike wilh others, subject to 
its penalties; restore the Southern Slates and 
people lo peace, prosperity, and contentment, 
which could only be accomplished by n cession 
of vindictive legislation and military interfer- 
ence, and Ihe recognition of llieir equal rights, 
including self-gvernmeni and political equality 
with the oilier States aud people, and revive 
A merican commerce." 

Mr. Maynurd read an article trom the Chat- 
tanooga Times of March 30, 1871, which sai l, 
'•now no person pretends to denjjthat crimes 
it ii (1 outng'-s are committed in the Souih, by 
organised bodies of masked marauders, some 
ol whom belong to the secret political society 
tal d the K i-Klux." Mr. M iynird laid, this 
admission come from a friend of the gentleman 
on tiie other side. 

Mr. Bldridge charged Maynard with having 
cut the article iu two; and then he read the 
entire article, in which was rabsteUCC that the 
outcry of outrages by the Kn-Kloi was simply 
a pretext to station troops ill the Soulh, so us 
to carry the Presidential election by lorce for 
the Republican party, Jcc.

SENATE. 
Washington, Marcii 30. 

Senator Davis, of Kentucky, in his speech 
to day, referring to the lute K. M. Stanton, 
said : A more lawless dictator was never in 
power than that same Secretary ot War, and 
if justice had been dealt out to him in his life- 
time for his crimes, he would have been hung 
a hundred times lor murder, and put in the 
penitentiary ten thousand limes lor iiis crimes. 
[Sensation.] He spoke in refutation of the 
cnarges of Sherman against peace and order in 
the Soulh, and particularly in his own Slate. 
He defended Ihe loyalty and law-abiding char- 
acter of ibe people o! Kentucky, and enumer- 
ated various grievances to which tiny hail 
b-en suojectcd lo at the hands of the General 
(government ; among which was the refusal lo 
make compensation to their owners for slaves 
enlisted in the army at the beginning of the 
war in Kentucky; Maryland and oilier loyal 
States, C ingress hid refused the appropriation 
of jJOO lor each slave, and he believed the 
Senator from Ohio (Mr. Sherman) was among 
(hose who so vuled. . 

.Mr. Wilson said he held'in his hand a list of 
the victims ot the murders and outrages com- 
mitird in Kentucky during the last month of 
ltibj, and the first month of lSoli, and lo this 
he Invited the attention of Senators Davis and 
Stevenson. It appeared lb it iu this lime there 
were eighteen murders of iVecdmcn, and two 
hundred aud thirty-three cases of frsedmen w ho 
had been maltreated without being killed, two 
while Union men were at the same lime mur- 
dered, and lour others assailed, with intent 
to kill. It might be nn interesting task for 
the two Senators from Kentucky lo attempt to 
furnish a list of the offenders w ho had suffered 
death or imprisonment for these outrages, bad 
there been a single case of punishment. The 
honorable Senators might argue from now lo 

eternity, but they could not obliterate these 
facts. 

Mr. Davis replied that many outrages were 
Committed by negroes upon negroes. It was 
certainly true that such lawlessness had pre- 
vailed in Kentucky. Just after the war the 
soldiers of bolh armies were wandering about, 
plundering, and were seeking private ven- 
geance, but now comparative quiet prevailed, 

Mr. Stevenson said the only fault of the 
people ol" Kentucky wis iu refusing lo believe 
in the superiority of the negro race, lie read 
extracts from a speech delivered by the Sena- 
tor from Indiana in 1865, opposing negro suf- 
frage as dangerous lo Ihe country, and holding 
negroes 10 be unlit to wield the franchise, aud 
that they should undergo a probationary pe- 
riod. 

Mr. Morion proceeded to read from what he 
stated to be the otticial list of murders and out- 
rages committed In Kentucky. 

Mr. Stevenson inquired what official list he 
meant. 

Mr. Morton replied it was the official record 
prepared by the. Freedmen'i Bureau. [Deri- 
sive laughter on the Democratic side.] 

Mr. Stevenson — " We don't recognize the 
Freedinen's Bureau as authority iu Ken- 
tucky. " 

Mr. Morton — ''You don't recognize any au- 
thority; you don't allow negroes to testily; aud 
if you could succeed in excluding all testimony 
it would be easy for you to prove Kentucky u 
luiv-iibiding Stale.'' 

Mr. llavis, of Kentucky, offered a resolution 
instructing the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
War, und Navy lo report the amount nnd 
ownership of properly seized since July 1st, 
1861, for their departments, now disposed of, 
and the disposition and proceeds of sales of 
such property. 

The COiisidetation of Mr. Anthony's amend- 
ment lo allow consideration of any bill on the 
South passed by the House of Representatives 
was resumed. Senator Davis delended Ken- 
tucky from the charges of lawlessness. The 
resolution was ihen adopted without division. 

Sherman's resolution instructing the Ju- 
diciary Committee to bring in a bill to repress 
Ku-Klux outrages was then proceeded with. 

Mr. Blair desired Mr. Morton to answer 
cordially whether negroes had not been en- 
trusted wiih (he ballot in order to obtain Re- 
publican votes. 

Mr. Morton replied that it was well known 
that reconstruction could not be accomplished 
on white ballots; the while people of the South 
would not accept the situation. 

Blair, emphatically — "They did accept the 
situation; they did abolish slavery, und never 
lifted their hands against the Government 
since, and any one who asserts the contrary as- 
serts that which is not true." [CJeueral ap- 
plause in the galleries.] ' 

Mr. Morton had read an editorial from the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, denouncing the 
outrages and lawless bands, nnd blaming the 
Legislature for inaction. Mr. Morton said 
that he did not mean lo say that lawlessuess 
was universal among the Democratic party in 
Kentucky; the late Governor, and two Dem- 
ocratic Judges had done their duty, as had also 
one Democratic paper, the Courier-Journal, 
but forty were published in the Stale, but 
they were unable lo influence the Democratic 
party iu (hat State. 

After a brief Executive Session the Senate 

adjourned.

Homo Kanuors. 

Goodbome manners, says a writorin Wood's 
Houscliolil llegariue.arelbe foundation and the 
gapersttuclurc of pood manners everywhere 
else. The idea lhat it is of little moment how 
we behave at home, provided we are courteous 
and polite in company, is a radically wrong 
ono. Persons often allow themselves lo he ill- 
bred at home, thinking that tbey can put on 
good manners when ihey choose, and appear as 
well abroad as others; hut, unconsciously, they 
are continually betraying themselves. Few 
things are so subservient on habit as those 
c ver-occurring little properties, graces, and 
aiueuilies of social life which go to tniike up 
the well-bred man or woman. The expression, 
tone, carnage, manner, and language of yeais 
cannot he changed in a day, for some special 
occasion. The requisites of good manners are 
so multitudinous, it is impossible to give them 
all; and each, i ike the snow-Hake? which form 
the avalanche, though important, is so minute 
in itself, that it is difficult to select any as 
"most essential.'' Good manners, at home and 
elsewhere, are but the outward manifestation 
of love, and that spirit "which sufl'ereth long 
and i3 kind; which envieth not; vauntetli not 
itself; is not pulfed up; doth not behave itsell 
unseemly: seeketh not its own; is not eauily 
provoked; thinketh no evil, rejoiceth not 
iniquity; bearetli all things; believeih 
things; hnpeth all things; eudureth 
things." 

The well-bred man and womr.n express by 
their manner that they regard the judgment, 
feelings, tastes, wishes, conveniences and 
pleasures of others as highly us their own. 
They strive to avoid all habits which offend 
the tastes, all expressions which shock the 
sensibilities or wound the feelings of those 
about them, and all needless violations of the 
customs and conventionalities of society. 

The following particulars will f.»ll under and 
illustrate the above general principles: 

1st. Avoid all eiprttsloot which tend to 
irritate, embarrass, mortify, or pain any mem- 
ber of the family. 

2il. Never allude to any fault or failing, un- 
less with the purpose to benefit, and then in 
private. 

3d. Avoid BA rearm, bitter words, "sore'' 
subjects, aud reference to any personal de- 
formity. 

4th. Do not ridicule, nor hold the opinion 
o' o:hers in contempt. 

5th. Give attention when addressed, and do 
not interrupt nor speak w hen another is talk- 
ing. 

6tU. Sever contradict. 

7tu. Never scold. 

8th. Keep your temper. 

9th. Never speak in loud or queruluus tones, 
nor order in arbitrary or arrogant manner, 
child or servant. 

10th. Dseno slang phrases nor rude, disrespect- 
fil, profane, or inaccurate language. 

11th. Never otuil the "please 'and "thank 
you, ' "good-night " aud ''good-morning,'' nor 
fail to gratefully acknowledge, by some word 
or look, every act of kindness and attention. 
These little words oil the harsh machinery of 
life wonderfully. 

12th. Do not enter even your nearest rela- 
tion's private room without knocking. 

13th. Never slam the doors, sit in the win- 
dows, hum, whistle, or sing in the halls or pas 
sage; nor scream lo persons out of Windows 
aud up stairways. 

llth. Teach children to offer precedence to 
each other, and to their superiors, to avoid 
awkward positions and movements, and not lo 
indulge in disagreeable or filthy personal habits, 
such as yawning, scratching the head, picking 
the nose, hawking, spilling on the Hour, clean- 
ing the nails in company, etc., etc. 

15th. Hold the person auJ personal posses- 
sions of another sacred. 

He w ho observes this rule w ill not tickle nor 
pinch, nor punch, nor poke his friend or brother; 
will not, unless he has special permission, 
open his letters, rummage his drawers, mark 
his books, linger his clothes, nor use his 
private properly.

How Nitro-Glycenne is Made. 

This v.oudi rful explosive was discovered in 
1847, by an Italian named Suborn, but iis 
practical application was made by Alfred 
Noble, a Swedish engineer. The process by 
which it is made is ll'tis described: Every one 
knows what glycerine is — a clear syrupy 
liquid, sweet to the tnsle and somewhat greasy 
to the touch. Its scope of employment rangea 
from the surgeon's dispensary to the lady's 
boudoir. Chemists term it traitoniic alcohol, 
and it may be derived In m fat or tallow by 
action of lime and sulphuric acid. Its prop- 
erties are many and various, but as they have 
no beating upon the subject we shall abstain 
from noticing them. If a quantity of nitric 
acid be added lo twice its weight of sulphuric 
acid, glycerine be poured into this, and care- 
fully stirred, the whole being surrounded by 
freezing mixture, we obtain that wonderful 
sub-tauce known as nilio-glyceriiie, which has 
more than ten times the explosive force of gun- 
powder. It forms on the surface as an oil of a 
pale yellow color, is perfectly inodorous, and 
has a sweet aromatic taste. It is poisonous 
whether taken internally or absorbed through 
the skin, and small doses of it produce dis- 
tressing headaches. It does uot explode when 
brought in contact wilh fire, and remains un- 
changed even When raised lo a temperature of 
boiling water; but at about forty degrees 
Fahrenheit it becomes converted into an icy 
mass, which merely requires friction to develop 
all its explosive qualities. 



FARM FACTS FANCIES. 

Every farmer should have a brand to mark 
bis cattle and tools. It will save its cost often. 

It seems reasonable that a laboring horse 
sh mid have a room to lie in at night, where 
he can turn over and shift about. 

Don't live auollier year without a tool room. 
It will save hours of vexatious search for forks 
and shovels, that should be ready without a 
moment s delay. 

If new tools, unpainled, arc soaked with raw 
linseod oil, they will work easier and las', 
longer. Why don't manufacturers do it by the 
wholesale'.' 

If your colls arc hard to get into the barn 
after their daily exercise, let them find a few 
oats in their manger after coming in, and that 
trouble is over. 

It is claimed that rats may be prevented 
from guawing harness by mixing with the oil 
applied a little cayenne pepper, say a teaspoon- 
ful to the quart. 

Two dollars a day for a farm hand makes it 
important that he should have good tools to 
work with. They cost considerable. Insist 
that he use them for the purpose for which 
they are made. 

The reason why the horse rubs off his blanket 
at night is, that the girt hurts him. Have it 
padded and looser, and fasten the blanket 
partly under the breast, and perhaps by a crup- 
per. 

A Lowell gardener is marketing a fine lot ot 
lettuce raised under glass, but without oilier 
beat than the sun's. At night, and duriug the 
coldest weather he covets the beds with thick 
straw matting; the plants occasionally freeze, 
but he understands how to thaw ihem with- 
out injury, and they go on growing again.
